for Mounting
Rabies Cases

A continuous fight against
rables in county territory and
cities served by the county health
department has been made nec-
essary because of the faflure of
Los Angeles city to adequately
enforce anti-rabies restrictions,
County Health Officer J. L. Pom-
eroy declared today. Dr. Pom-
eroy charged that the county as
a whole is being “fed” by rabies
cases from Los Angeles.

There have been 48 cases of
rables reported outside the city
of Los Angeles during the last
six weeks—10 of them in the

ng | area served by the Torrande

health center. Dr. H. C. Smiley,
who is in charge of the center
here, said yesterday that only
one of those 10 cases occurred
within Torrance city . limits—all
of the others being in the Lawn-
dale area. The one human death
from rabies reported in the six-
week period, which brought the
total to six deaths in the last 18
months, was in Lawndale.

To combat the present. condi-
tion, Dr. Pomeroy will ask in the
new budget to employ 10 perma-
nerit quarantine officers, to re-
place the present provision for
16 officers on an “as needed”
basis.
